The Chinese press says that many 


of these money-lenders, starling with 
a few dollars, have amassed fortunes 
of ?100,000 or more by lending money 
to (he girls at unlawful rates. The 
practice has continued for years. 


Recently, ,say the newspapers, the 


money-lenders have become constant- 
ly more 
unreasonable, charging in 


some cases $1.50 daily interest on a 
?30 loan. Their greed proved their 
undoing. 


One of the girls had a high official 


as a friend. He ordered an investiga- 
tion, which has

weeks. The city detectives gathered 
evidence against the entire group, and 
when they had enough, made whole- 
sale arrests.
